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FEDERATION MEETINGS. 


Executive Meeting. 

All executive meeting of the above 
organization was held on Friday even- 
ing, 11th inst., in the office of ^Ir. 
O’Connor, Collector of Excise. There 
Avere present i\Ir. "Walter Todd, Presi- 
dent, and IMessrs. Grierson, Burling. 
Hawkins, Cantwell. Burns and O’Con- 
nor. The new office of Organizing 
Secretary, instituted at the recent 
convention, was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. T. T. Hawkins, of the 
P. 0. IiLspector’s Office, Ottawa. ^Ir. 
Hawkins, in connection with organiza- 
tion, presented a scheme for reaching 
those civil servants who reside in 
isolated districts, so that in cases of 
groups of less than ten being in one 
place they could join a central or- 
ganization Avith headquarters at Ot- 
taAva. ]Mr. HaAvkius submitted a con- 
stitution for the neAV body. AAhieh Avas 
adopted, and AA'ill be printed in these 
columns at a later date. ^Ir. IlaAA’- 
kins has undertaken the ta.sk of col- 
lecting .subscriptions for the iMorson 
appeal fund, combined Avith his or- 
ganization work. The condition of 
our felloAV civil servants in the city of 
Halifax Avas brought to the attention 
of the executlA^e by Mr. Burns of the 
Dominion Customs Federation, and it 
Avas decided that a delegation iuter- 
vieAv Hon. A. K. ]\Iaclean in this re- 
gard. A number of matters of rou- 
tine AA’'ere given attention. 

* * * 

The Order in Council. 

Good friends in the Outside Service 
may have to exercise patience as to 
the issuing of the fateful Order in 
Council The officers of the Federa- 


tion discussed the subject Avith the 
Hon A. K. iMacleaii, whose name has 
become closely identified Avith “Re- 
construction” generally. In response 
to the question, “IMay Ave expect the 
Order in Council in the course of a 
AA'eek?” ^Ir. ^Maclean replied that some 
delay Avas unavoidable as the problem 
presented many complications. In 
this regard he cited, as an instance, 
the ca.se of the country postmasters 
Avhose services Avere not Avholly at the 
disposal of the GoA'ermnent. He 
pointed out that careful consideration 
Avould be required in many eases such 
as this one. The Federation officers 
pointed out the desiral)ility of divorc- 
ing all Government positions (from 
the highest to the loAvest) from the 
influence of iMeinbei’s of Parliament 
and politicians of all kinds. To this 
vieAv ]Mr. Maclean expressed his en- 
tire agreement. ]\Ir. ]\Iaclean has ask- 
ed the President and Secretary of the 
Federation to prepare a memorandum 
in regard to reorganization and other 
matters of a Civil Serviee nature noAV 
A'ery much to the fore.

Halifax Relief. 

^Messrs. AValter Todd. F. Grierson 
and T. H. Burns, a delegation from 
the Federation, diseu.ssed Avith the 
Hononrable Mr. ^laclean the Halifax 
situation in regard to assistance for 
ciA'il servants Avho liaA'e suffered ser- 
ious losses in the explosion. A num- 
ber of expedients AA'ere suggested by 
the Federation representatiA'es, and 
i\Ir. ^laclean explained the most re- 
cent phases of the .situation. While 
nothing was definitely determined as 
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to any action to ))e taken, it was ar- 
ranged that the Federation officers 
slionld send telegrams to the officers 
of oi’ganizations wlio were to be re- 
quested to call upon tlie Minister (who 
Avas leaving for Halifax on the after- 
noon train) and discuss with him the 
cases of extreme destitution and hard- 
ship. ]\Ir. iMaclean assured the dele- 
gation of his desire to co-op(M‘at(* in 
any way possible.

-Col. Tam- 
hlyn went overseas as a lieutenant 
and has attained his i)resent rank and 

'honor by distinguished ability at the 
front.

MORSON TNl’OME TAX CASE. 

Nine communications were read from 
deputy heads in regard to the (piestion of 
taking an Appeal to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council in the case of “ Morson 
vs. City of Toronto.^’ In all cases they 
sanctioned the circulation of the Memoran- 
dum jirepared by the Special Committee on 
Income tax and of soliciting voluntary sub- 
scriptions for the purpose of financing the 
Appeal. Several other deputy heads who 
had been interviewed by the officers of the 
Association also granted the necessary per- 
mission to canvass the staffs in their depart- 
ments. 

LEGISLATION. 

The Sub-Committee on Legislation pre- 
sented the completed report of last year’s 
committee for consideration by the Execu- 
tive, to be afterwards referred back to the 
Sub-Committee and put into suitable form 
for presentation to the Government. A spe- 
cial meeting on .Monday, the 14th instant, 
was called to take up this report. 

Too much importance cannot be attached 
to this phase of the Association ’s work dur- 
ing the present year. Civil Service reform 
on a scale hitherto unheard of in Canada 
is now promised. There are two sides to 
every question; therefore, the Service, 
through the Association, must be alive to 
the times, for the present oi)portunity may 
not recur again. 

(’O-OPERATION. 

No written report was presented by the 
Sub-Committee on ( ’o-operation. The great 
importance of a ]>ractieal co-operation 
among civil servants under the ])resent reign 
of high prices occasioned a general discus- 
sion on the broad question of co-operation. 
A large number of local or departmental 
movements throughout the Service having 
proven profitable to those participating in 
them, some means of co-ordinating these 
movements should enable a larger number of 
civil servants to share their advantages. A 
scheme of departmental agencies was advo- 
cated, whereby the sub-committee might be 
advised of all local enterprises, so that by 
means of a discreet publicity the advantages 
to be realized might be extended to a larger 
number in the Service. 

ENTERTAINMENT. 

The sub-committee presented a written 
report concurring generally in the proposals 


of last year’s committee with regard to Civil 
Service theatricals. Briefly, the proposal of 
the committee is that a high-class play be 
produced under the auspices of the Civil 
Service Association of Ottawa, to be taken 
]»art in wholly by civil servants, and the pro- 
ceeds devoted entirely to patriotic require- 
ments. The Lxecutive approved of the pro- 
j»osal, so that the committee is now em- 
]>owered to proceed with the scheme. 

Euller particulars in regard to this mat- 
ter will app<‘ar in these columns from time 
to time .1 

MONTHLY^ MEETING. 

Hereafter, the regular monthly meeting of 
the Executive will be held on the second 
.Monday of each month. 

GENERAL. 

At this time of the year, all departments 
should be actively engaged in boosting the 
membership of the Association. Few civil 
.‘‘ervants realize fully the significance of a 
membershi]) in their Association. Each 
addeil member means added strength and 
power to their chosen representatives and 
official mouth-])ieces when matters of mo- 
ment to the whole Service are in the balance. 

Too much .stress cannot be laid on the 
necessity of all departments being represent- 
ed on the Executive during the pre.^ent year. 
Departments not repre.sented are urged to 
join the ranks at once and therel)y boost 
the strength of the Association. 

Civil .servants of all ranks should bear in 
mind that the keynote of all successful move- 
ments to-day is organization. Therefore, 
organize ami helj).

HANDS OFF. 


Til days "one by it has been the 
time dishonoured custom, after each 
eleciioii. for politicians to draj? the 
King’s Civil Service through the mire 
of defamatory political controversy. 
Charges have Iieen trumped np 
against ])ulilie servants who.se posi- 
tions have been desired by the “pa- 
triotic” workers for the triumphant 
party. One of the Iienefits aeerning 
to a war-afflicted people is that a new 
atmosphere has been created for those 
in the Service by the Prime Minister’s 
manifestos and it is flrnily believed 
that dignity and not scandal will he 
the distinguishing characteristic in 
po.st-election Civil Service affairs at 
this time. 

In this connection it becomes our 
duty to refer to a letter published in 
the Belleville “Ontario” to the fol- 
lowing effect:

Dear Sir, — Notwithstanding I had you 
appointed to your present position upon the 
recommendation of your friends at Frank- 
ford, I am now informed by them that you 
have entirely forfeited their confidence and 
right to maintain the. position you now hold. 
You will therefore let me have your resig- 
nation at once, otherwise I shall have to take 
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it up with the Department and have you 
dismissed. 

If I do not hear from you within the next 
week I shall take it up with the department.

Without the exact details of this 
ease in our hands at this time, we 
take up the cudgels at the ealiest op- 
portunity on behalf of the new Civil 
Service principle set up by the Prime 
^Minister. If Chas. Harmon is a pro- 
German he may, and should, be shot 
any morning before daybreak. If he 
took an active part in the election he 
should be dismissed. Unionist news- 
paper comment upon this case states 
that ]\Ir. Harman’s only offence was 
that he voted for ^Ir. Porter’s oppon- 
ent and “was foolhardy enough to let 
that fact become known.” 

The Civilian has no right to dic- 
tate the party for which Hr. Harman 
shonld have voted ; neither has iMr. 
Porter that right. If Hr. Porter at- 
tempts to revive the Civil Service 
scandals of past years as indicated by 
his letter, and if the reports of ]Hr. 
Harman’s non-partizansliip are cor- 
rect, The Civilian will direct a barrage 
at Guss Porter, Esq., M.P. To meet 
.such cases as may arise, the Civil Ser- 
vice Federation of Canada shonld ask 
the Prime ^Minister to delegate the 
powers to inve.stigate alleged charges 
of political activity on the part of 
civil servants, as it has been demon- 
strated in the past that partizan poli- 
ticians of all parties are affected with 
the political bias which Herbert Spen- 
ser says “is an immense obstacle in 
the way of Social Science.” 


PUBLIC OPINION. 


It has fre(|uently been stated by 
the officers of Civil Service organiza- 
tions that the hope of reform. in the 
Civil Service lay in the arousing of 
a earnest public opinion on the sub- 
ject. It is a sad commentary upon 
the weaknesses of our frail humanity 
that nothing short of a holocaust, a 
saturnalian catastrophe, a world-wide 


famine, was sufficient to arouse pub- 
lic opinion against the blind selfish- 
ness, the unrestrained cupidity and 
the vainglorious ambitious of the 
votaries of the Patronage System. 
Every day brings evidences in the 
press of a firmly rooted public opinion 
regarding Civil Service reform. The 
Ottawa papers have been specially to 
the fore and almost daily have edi- 
torials upon the subject. 

In order to keep up the public in- 
terest ill the reform movement. The 
Civilian .suggests that the executives 
of the associations affiliated with the 
Federation clip from the pages of The 
Civilian, or prepare original matter, 
and submit same for publication to 
the local press in various localities 
outside of Ottawa. On another page 
will be found excerpts from the Ot- 
tawa and Toronto papers on the forth- 
coming reforms under the heading 
“Civil Service Reform.” 


NO SINECURES. 


The announcement that .strict econ- 
omy is to be observed in the manage- 
ment of the Civil Service as regards 
“sinecures” is good news and is as 
necessary and vital as food and econo- 
mic conservation 'generally. The 
sinecures and over-manning which 
exist are entirely the result of patron- 
age manipulation, and the task of re- 
organization to be undertaken by the 
Honourable i\Ir. Maclean will be oner- 
ous in the extreme. The Government 
would do well to depute to iMr. A. K. 
Maclean the duties of Civil Service 
minister, as it is well known that the 
Commissioners in the past have found 
it impossible to exchange official and 
authoritative conversations with the 
^Ministry as no one minister felt any 
1‘esponsibility in the matter of funda- 
mental principles affecting the ad- 
ministration of the Public Service 
generally, each being concerned solely 
with his own department. 

There is no doubt that the contem- 
plated re-organization will consist in 
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removing the personnel of branches 
not fully employed, to other branches, 
such as iMilitia and Finance, which 
are burdened with an overload of 
work. 


HAKI) UP. 


“/a ten yearft’ cxjtcnenrc, I have 
never hnown the Civil Service in Ot- 
taiva to be as hard up as it is to-dafp’' 

This statement was made a few days 
ago by a man whose knowledge of the 
financial condition of the civil ser- 
vants is probably more intimate than 
that oi‘ any other men in Ottawa. In- 
dependent observation and review of 
present and recent conditions and 
'events confirm this .iudgment. 

As the war goes on. the Civil Ser- 
vice grows relatively poorer and 
poorer. It is a.xiomatic tliat in times 
of high prices the nuui on a fixed sal- 
ary is ])Oorer. iind in times of low 
prices }-icher, than his neighbor whose 
income is on another basis. The con- 
ditions prevailing to-day strikingly 
illustrate the truth of the rule. The 
war has sent prices rapidly upwards 
and ordijiary wages have soared in 
pursuit. Employers, getting high 
prices for their products, have will- 
ingly paid out a portion of their in- 
creased profits to labor. The Govern- 
ment, however, has the i-everse finan- 
cial condition and lacks the opportun- 
ity to share with its employees— or. 
rather, it shares its difficulties with 
them. The war has now been so pro- 
longed and profits and prices have 
been .so elevated and sustained that 
wages and salaries in practically every 
occupation have risen in proportion. 
Not so, however, in the Civil Service. 
The scanty increases given have been 
confined to those lower-paid employees 
who were nearest the line of decent 
existence, and in some classes the ex- 
tra. allowance is only temporary and 
for one year. 

Add to this the unquestionable fact 
that the civil servant is subject to 
more direct calls, more intensive 


solicitation and more moral pre.ssure 
to induce him to subscribe to numer- 
ous ])atriotie funds than any other 
class of wage-earner in the commun- 
ity, and it is easy to under.stand why 
the civil .servant is poorer than ever 
before, and, financially .speaking, oc- 
cupies a much lower position in the 
social strata than that which he held 
prior to 1914. 

The Civil Service salary problem 
was not solved by Parliament at the 
last session. The situation was only 
temj)oi*arily, and very inadequately, 
relieved. Conditions are wor.se to- 
day, owing to further cost of living 
advances, than they were when the 
civil servants first asked the Govern- 
ment for relief, early in 1917. Par- 
liament. at the coming se.ssion, must 
lake this matter uj) again, and in a 
broader and more thorough manner 
than ever before. 


Foui‘ civil .servants were elected 
aldenmm and another to the Board 
of ('ontrol in Ottawa. In some cities 
civil servants can’t liold municipal 
office because' theii- superiors forbid 
them. This is unfair both to the civil 
servants and to the municipalities. 
What is possible in Ottawa should be 
])ermitted all over Canada. 


Simons, Beddoe and Bellew, three 
of “our boys” who 'were made pris- 
oners in 1915, have been relea.sed.

AVhen fire broke out in the OttaAva 
General Hospital, AVater street, on 
January 10th, hundreds of men from 
the GoA’ernment Printing Bureau 
rushed to the scene and did brave and 
efficient work in saving scores of pa- 
tiensts and much Amluable property 
from the flames. iMany of them AA^ere 
Avdthout their out-of-door clothing and 
seA’^eral suffered severely from cold 
and being drenched Avith Avater. 

Hospital officials, firemen and po- 
lice giv'e full credit to the men of the 
Bureau for their good work, and Hon. 
iMartin Burrell sent the folloAving let- 
ter to the King’s Printer: 

“Dear Mr. Tache, — I liaA'e heard 
from several quarters of the prompt 
and splendid seiwices Avhich the em- 
ployees of the Government Printing 
Bureau rendered this morning in the 
disastrous fire at the General Hos- 
pital on Water street. 

“Would you be good enough to 
convey to the employees generally my 
appreciation of their serAUces in this 
respect.

Whether he 
is or is not successful in unseating his 
opponent and obtaining the .seat for 
himself, it will remain for the Prime 
Minister to appoint a ^linister to pre- 
side over the affairs of the Post Office 
Department. Lieut.-Col. Blondin is 
overseas and will likely be there for 
some time. Our experience with act- 
ing Postmesters General has not been 
pleasing. They have been character- 
istic for their apathy and indifference 
in matters pertaining to the welfare 
of the postal employees and the Postal 
Service. Let us hope that Sir Robert 
Borden will early appoint a ^Minister 
who will take an intelligent busine.ss 
interest in the department’s affairs in 
such a way as to insure improved con- 
ditions of employment for all postal 
employees, adequate salaries to cope 
with the ever-increasing cost of living, 
and better recognition by officials of 
the department of postal employees’ 
organizations. These things are essen- 
tial if the business spirit and action 
of the department is to be in keeping 
with the times.

The letter of Frederick F. Riley of 
the Postal and Telegraphers’ A.ssocia- 
tion of Great Britain is worthy of 
careful reading, especially the refer- 
ence to the labour movement. Apro- 
pos to thi.s, it is clearly noticeable 
that the civil servants of the United 
States are fa.st allying themselves with 
organized labour. The National Fed- 
eration of Federal Employees is affi- 
liated with the American Federation 
of Labour. And it is safe to assume 
that the employees of the Government 
of Australia are associated with the 
labour movement; New Zealand, like- 
wise. Undoubtedly, the economic and 
political conditions in the countries 
named have been the eau.se of both 
thought and action on the part of the 
eivil .servants in joining the indus- 
trially organized working class — a 
cla.ss which is i)aying dearly the price 
of its own adversity. Pos.sibly we 
civil servants of Canada have chan- 
nels through which we are at times 
able to wrench a measure of justice 
from our respective departments 
which are not po.ssessed by others, and 
so the necessity, for indu.strial alli- 
ance with labour is not felt by us. 
Now that the Civil Service of Canada 
is to be brought wholly within the 
administration of the Civil Service 
Commission, and the Civil Service 
Federation has been resi^scitated, with 
excellent chances of having perma- 
nent vigour and usefulness, it ^\^ll 
be well for the Civil Service bodies 
to refrain from attaching themselves 
to the trades union movement until 
the new conditions of Civil Serv'iee 
administration have been given a fair 
trial. But it must not be forgotten 
that we owe a great deal to the labour 
movement, generally, for its fearless 
exposition of economic, social and 
political wrongs, and it behooves us 
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to make ourselves fully familiar with 
the science and philosophy of the la- 
bour movement, so that we may well 
understand the cause of the impend- 
ing social upheaval in many countries, 
which will be a preliminary skirmish 
to the Battle of all battles, in which 
the tyranny of the monarch of all 
monarchs — King Capital — will be 
banished forever. 

In his annual report to the United 
States Congress for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1917, Postmaster 
General Burleson asks the Govern- 
ment to establish a guarantee fund 
for bonding employees. It would be 
well for the postal employees of the 
States to ascertain whether the Gov- 
ernment or private companies would 
assume charge of the bonds, or Avould 
the Government reserve the right to 
compensate itself for losses, etc., from 
the salaries of the employees at fault. 
Postmaster General Burleson, in his 
report, indulged in a lengthy tirade 


against postal employees organiza- 
tions. 


Dear Mr. Pickup, — 

Mr. Middleton, the Editor of the ^ ^ Postal 
and Telegraph Eecord,'^ has passed on to 
me your letter to him, in yhich I note with 
very great pleasure the progress of your 
society. 

Will you permit me the pleasure of ex- 
tending to your members the greetings of 
the members of my society. One of the 
future needs of all trade unionists will be 
continuous close contact of societies in all 
countries. Allowing for local variation, the 
problems of all will be singularly similar. 
They will be of an endless fighr to maintain 
the rights and improve the position of the 
workers. Wherever employment is subject- 
ed to capitalistic regime the struggle of the 
workers will in the main be identical. It 
may be that the fact of Government employ 
will present some problems not arising out 
of private employ, but however t^at may be, 
or even however persistent it may be, the 
greater problem will remain of the inces- 
sant and inevitable antagonism between 
Capital and Labour as at present con- 
ditioned. To make this fight equal we need 
affiliation of every man and woman avail- 
able; to make it completely successful we 
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need every available iiiaii and woman to be 
intelligently active, with set ]>iir])oso tor the 
betterment of their class and the uplifting 
of all. t note with interest the decision to 
establish a paper for your mend)ers. It is a 
M'ise and profitable undertaking, and I wish 
your venture un«|ualilied success. I read 
with interest also your statement that 
though you had long ago secured official 
recognition you found difficulty in having 
even small re<iuests dealt with by the post 
office. That experience is strangely similar 
with our own. Indeed so markefl has Itcen 
our experience in this respect that it ac- 
counts very largely for the ])resent trend of 
thought of our members, which is definitely 
in the direction of industrial unionism. It 
is not yet apparent what will bo the result 
of this feeling for active unionism, but al- 
ready preparation is being made in an at- 
tempt to amalgamate our forces. Amongst 
all the postal unions in the United Kingdom 
there is a strong desire for consolidation 
of forces, and at the jircsent time the two 
largest societies, our own and the Uostmen’s 
federation are engaged ujion a scheme of 
amalgamation, which seems likely to ho suc- 
cessfully accomjilished. In the future it may 
be that both thought and action will be 
more international than in the past. If that 
be so, it will be necessary for the activities 
of postal trades unionism to be international 
as well as national. On that account as well 
as on account of our natural close relation- 
ship, I welcome the cordial wishes and senti- 
ments of your letter, and beg to recipro- 
cate them in a sincere wish for the fullest 
success and usefulness of your society.

By the time this effort 
gets into print the Christmas rush will 
be all over, but at the time of writing 
we are fairly wallowing in it, and the 
odd feature of it is that the numerous 
extra men we have are almost as 
much in the way as the accumulated 
and deferred mails, — a truly Gilber- 
tian situation foi* a post office to l»e 
ai'ound Christmas. We are seriously 
meditating on a propo.sal to release 
.some of them and turn them over to 
the Imperial Minister of National Ser- 
vice. He .seems to need men. So far 
the military draft has not affected us 
to a very great extent, but no one can 
foretell what the New Year has in 
.store for us all. We know of one 
.stout acquaintance of ours who, had 
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he been drafted and ill-luekily made 
a prisoner, would have caused great 
discomfort to the Allied cause, as his 
great bulk, if ‘ ‘ rendered, ’ ’ would have 
lifted the oil blockade for Germany. 
We hear that very soon a fresh move- 
ment will be afoot to boost the sala- 
ries of the lower grade men. As a 
matter of fact the long time occupied 
in obtaining the recently paid bonus 
has almost killed its usefulness. It 
was like drawing “butter from a dog’s 
throat” to get it. I do not suppose 
any grade of the Service is supremely 
satisfied. With such an organization 
as we possess now, any futime quests 
we may undertake should not prove 
ardous and long in consummation. A 
well founded rumour has filtered into 
our ken to the effect that in some of 
the post offices in Western Canada 
the sanitary conditions are not of the 
best. We are wondering if this ru- 
mour refers to this office in any way.

CO-OPERATION IN APPLES. 


OttaAva, .Ian. 14th, 1918. 
To Avhotn it may concern: 

In the early part of October, at the solici- 
tation of a nundjer of persons in the Service, 
the undersigned undertook to bring apples 
from Nova Scotia for distribution on the 
co-oi)erative plan. We did not go into this, 
in any Avay, as a speculation, but simply to 
accommodate our friends, allowing only a 
A’ery small margin to cover cost of postage, 
telegrams, variations in freight charges, and 
such incidentals. 

Three cars in all Avere brought up and the 
labour and trouble involved Avas not incon- 
siderable. The last tAvo cars were ordered 
Getober 16th and should have been along 
by the middle of November, but in spite of 
all that Ave could do, delay after delay oc- 
curred, presumably on account of the un- 
precedented labour and freight conditions, 
there being a shortage of cars, especially 
refrigerators, particularly after the Halifax 
disaster, so that the last car arrived here 
only on the 7th instant. 

We took oA’er the car and began delivery, 
but after about 70 barrels were delivered 
Ave began to find some that had been frozen. 
The car Avas then unloaded at the Fruit Ex- 
chance and 64 barrels damaged fruit AA'ere 
sold at auction, the remainder, which were 
in good condition, Ayere delivered as far as 
they Avould go. The result is that many 
of you failed to get your apples and we are 
facing a very serious loss as we had to meet 
the draft and the freight before opening the 
car. The following will give you an idea 
of hoAA' AA'e would have come out if every- 
thing had been satisfactory:

We are taking up the, matter with the rail- 
Avay and think that Ave have a good case as 
the heaters were evidently alloAved to go out 
while the car Ava,s in transit during the ex- 
ceptionally cold weather of the first of the 
month. It may be some time before A\e can 
effect a settlement. In the meantime AA’e 
must appeal to your sense of fairness to be 
patient, bearing in mind the fact that these 
orders AA'ere all unsolicited by us. The best 
Ave can say just now is that we will under- 
take to see that you do not suffer any pecun- 
iary loss.

The mail brings manj" inquiries re- 
garding the scope of the new Associa- 
tion from members of the Service all 
over the country. As the queries are 
of a nature more or less informative, 
the (juestions and answers are given 
below for the benefit of others who 
desire the information but who have 
not as yet asked. 

Q. — What is the good of the Do- 
minion Customs Association anyway, 
and what benefit will I get out of it 
by becoming a member? 

A. — You will, by joining this As- 
sociation, become part of a society 
composed Avholly of members of your 
OAvn l)ranch of the Service, and thus, 
as it were, join this very large family, 
whose members are scattered all over 
the country. The benefit of this con- 
nection is obvious. As far as you per- 
sonally are concerned, you derive 
benefit in the result of any movement 
of reform inaugurated by the body of 
which you are a part and to which 
your advice and assistance contribute. 

Q. — Is the Association to be run 
like a labor union, and, if not. what 
is the ditference. and how is it to be 
run? 

A. — To answer the last question 
fir.st : This organization, like all others, 
is nin by the members according to 
the will of the majority, according 
to the opinions expressed bj' those who 
form the membership of the Dominion 
Customs Association at present. Its 
aims are very high and most worthy. 
They are to improve the Service and 
its members, from within and without, 
with a suggested motto of “Efficiency, 
Friendship and Unity.” As regards 
labor unions, we hope to profit by the 
excellent methods employed by labor 
organizations in many of their under- 
takings. No Civil Service body, how- 
ever, can indulge in strikes, lockouts, 
or other methods found necessary at 
certain times by the labor men to en- 
force demands. Nor have we any re- 


course to lalx>r legislation in concilia- 
tion, but must depend on educational 
and progressive methods and a de- 
fined policy of a well organized body. 

Q. — ^When will you be ready to take 
up the grievances of our port ? 

A. — Nearly every port is in a simi- 
lar position to yourself in the matter 
of grievances, which are mostly due 
to the system under which we are gov- 
erned. The Premier has promised, at 
an early date, to remove the cause of 
most of the difficulties — patronage. 
With the abolishing of the Outside 
Service, by the Order in Council, 
which removes the dividing line, or 
bar as termed by many, the question 
of merit and seniority will enter into 
future promotions and entrances of 
the Customs Service. This patronage 
question once eliminated, a new order 
mil arise, and the petty jealousies of 
the past will be replaced by the esprit 
de corps that properly belongs to the 
intelligent and hard-working class of 
officers composing the Service. It 
mu.st not be expected that the change 
will occur immediately. It takes time, 
but patience will meet Avith its re- 
ward. There are legitimate griev- 
ances, howeA’er, that require adjust- 
ment, that are quite apart from the 
class mentioned above. These deserve, 
and will receive, due consideration of 
the Association as a Avhole. 

The above, Avhieh is the substance 
of the correspondence on these ques- 
tions, may be of interest to those who 
have not as yet been enrolled Avith the 
D.C.A., which noAV numbers six hun- 
dred members, and includes Van- 
eouA'er, Winnipeg and Edmonton in 
the West, and Halifax in the East, 
AAdtli other ports scattered all over 
Canada. 

A number of experienced officers 
haA'e been solicited for articles or es- 
says on the Seiwice, from the angle 
that most interests them, and Ave may 
expect a response in the next issue of 
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The (Hvilian. This brings n[) the 
question of our oi-gaii. The Civilimi, 
whieh is the official mouthpiece of the 
Pecleration, and also every branch of 
the Service. It is our duty to pro- 
mote the circulation of this journal, as 
it reaches our mendjers as no other 
medium can, and is read by many 
who.se only intei'cst in Civil Service 
matters is from the outside, but whose 
influence in shaping the |)ublic 
thought is weighty — the newspaper 
men. (Quotations from The (’ivilian 
have appeared from time to time in 
the newspapers all ovei* Canada, show- 
ing its influence and value. Now if 
our affairs are given the j)ublicity de- 
served, i)ublic opinion on our side 
would be of great assistance when re- 
quired. 

The following appeal, which speaks 
for it.self, has been sent to most of the 
ports this week, but if any have been 
overlooked, there is no need to wait 
for its arrival, but are i‘e<|uested to 
take this api>eal into immediate con- 
sideration, and act upon same. Should 
any generously inclined person, not a 
member of the Customs Service, de- 
sire to contribute to this list, their ‘ 
subscriptions will lie thankfully re- 
ceived.

In a letter addressed to the Secretary of 
the Dominion Customs Association by a 
member of the Customs staff, Halifax, N.S., 
in reply to a letter of sympathy sent on be- 
half of the Association, the following pas- 
sage occurs : ‘ ‘ I have lost about six of my 
dearest relatives whom T shall never see 
again ; my own house is smashed to pieces, 
the work of my lifetime lost in about two 
seconds. Five of our staff are seriouslv in- 
jured; some have lost their eyes, others have 
lost their wives and children — one member 
lost his wife and four children — others are 
in hospital between life and death. It has 
surely been a hard blow to our city and one 
that our staff will never recover :Jrom. ’ ’ 

The foregoing is in response to a specific 
request for particulars and is a plain state- 
ment of stern facts; that it is not in the 


nature of an apjieal is lioriie out l)y a later 
j>assage in the same letter, which declares: 

There is nothing that you can do for us 
that 1 am aware of. ’ 

It seems to me that we members of the 
Customs Service, who have been happily 
spared from the horrors of the calamity 
which has overtaken our brethren in Hali- 
fax, ('an surely do something to supplement 
the help given by the Halifax Relief Com- 
mittee, especially as (so I am informed) as- 
sistance is not given to Customs officers un- 
less their home has been burned to the 
ground. Some of our confreres will have 
to rehabilitate theim-elves, and it is here 
that we can give a little help. 1 am entreat- 
ing the various (’ustoms Associations, whe- 
ther yet affiliated with the newly organized 
Dominion (histoms Association or not, to ap- 
peal to their memhers and the staffs of the 
jiorts for financial ('ontributions in aid of 
the lialifax sufferers who are employed in 
the Customs service. Tf only the sum of 
one dollar each is subscribed it will be the 
means of rendering material help to those 
concerned.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


{Excerpts from the piiblic press.) 

The Toronto Globe says : 

‘ ^ A GoverniHent that is preaching economy 
must practice economy. Where it legislates 
it must give leadership. One of the most 
serious scandals of the past six years has 
been the orgy of patronage and the exploita- 
tion of the spoils system. The Civil Service 
has been cluttered Avith needless appoint- 
ments to pay the party debts of petty poli- 
ticians and departmental expenditure has 
developed in a Tvholly unwarranted way. 

^^No man was more painstaking and per- 
sistent in pointing out this waste than was 
Mr. Maclean, then the financial critic of the 
Opposition. That he has been given the 
supervision and direction of the belated re- 
form is an evidence that the new broon; is 
thus far sweeping clean. ^ ^ 

The Ottawa Journal says: 

‘^The Journal neAvspapers have never been 
in sympathy Avith those who have nothing 
but cynicism for the civil servants, with 
those Avho belieA^e, or profess to believe, that 
civil servants are mostly idlers. On the con- 


trary we realize through actual contact Avith 
many branches of the Government that the 
Civil Service contains an overwhelming pro- 
portion of industrious, conscientious em- 
ployees. 

^ ^ But, on the other hand, it is perfectly 
apparent, as The Journal has already urged, 
that, because of the war and the lessening 
in activity Avhich it has brought to many 
branches of the Government, there are in the 
Civil Service to-day scores of young men 
and women Avho have been deserted^by their 
occupations. Such a condition of affairs, in 
the face of the grave financial problems and 
necessities that confront the country, must 
not longer be maintained. ’ ^ 

In addition to the foregoing, the 
Ottawa Citizen dealt with Service 
matters and printed a carefully 
studied article in connection with the 
reorganization of the Interior Depart- 
ment in view of the formation of a 
Colonization and Immigration Depart- 
ment.

A GREAT POET GONE. 


The death of William Wilfred 
Campbell, LL.D., F.R.S.C., which oc- 
curred at Kilmorie House, Ottawa, on 
New Years Day, deprived Canada of 
her greatest poet. 

From sea. to sea, and beyond, the 
daily and periodical press and lead- 
ing men of all professions and shades 
of opinion have voiced regret at Dr. 
Campbell’s untimely death and sin- 
cere appreciation of his great literary 
achievements. It is probable that 
many readers of popular poetry have 
failed to fully recognize the great ear- 
nestness, strength and beauty that lie 
in Dr. Campbell’s polished lines and 
few regarded him as a singer for the 
people until recent years. The war 
gave him inspiration and outlet for 
his burning patriotic muse and sev- 
eral ringing poems touched cords of 
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fcllowsliii) in Canadian hearts and 
won him tens of thonsands of ardent 
admirers. While Dr. Campbell’s fame 
will rest on other works, The (/ivilian 
believes that it is for the author of 
“Blood Drops of Heroes” that mo.st 
Canadians mourn to-day. 

Dr. Campbell had been a civil ser- 
vant for twenty-five years — lately on 
the staff of the Archives, and recently 
assigned to special work in connection 
with the Imperial ^Munitions Tfoard. 
He was hnt fifty-six years of age. 

The fnnt'ral, which was held in Ot- 
tawa on January 3rd, was attended 
by representatives of many public 
bodies and learned societies and by a 
great nnmbei’ of pi'ominent cilizens. 


ONE OF THE OLD GUARD. 


The late David .Matheson, who died 
on July 2iMh. l!)17, was one of that 
‘‘old guard” of civil servants who 
developed Canada’s business system 
and pi’cparcd for the great exi)ansion 
of the ])ast twenty years. ^Ir. Hathe- 
son was born in 1840, entered the Post 
Office Dej)artment in 1863 and retired 
in 1899. Some idea of the important 
part he played in developing the larg- 
est branch of the national service may 
be obtained from notes .secured from 
him in 1911 by one of his former col- 
leagues, IMr. W. A. Code, to who.se 
kindne.ss The Civilian is indebted for 
the privilege of making extracts there- 
from. 

iMr. ^latheson’s reminiscences begin 
with reference to the troubles over 
the ocean and railway mail rates in 
the early 'sixties — the days when the 
Allan Line and the Grand Trunk were 
in politics. After bitter debates in 
the Commons, these questions were 
settled by Postmaster General ^Mowat. 

In 1868 the Post Office Savings 
Bank proposition Avas advanced. Sir 
Alex. Campbell was Postmaster Gen- 
eral, and it Avas iMr. ]\Iatheson Avho 
persuaded him to take the matter up 
seriously. The responsibility for de- 
A'ising, creating and starting the 


oi)erations of the machinery of the 
ncAV branch fell upon Mr. Matheson 
and Mr. Cunningham StcAvart — and 
Avell did they do tlndr work! 

’riie consolidation of the cash ac- 
connts of the Department, in 1888, 
Avas a big undertaking Avith important 
results affecting every post office in 
Canada and saving the country large 
sums of money, ft Avas carried out 
by Mr. Mathe.son, JMr. StCAvart, Mr. 
Barrett, Mr. RoAvan and Mr. John- 
sone. 

i\Ir. IMathe.son a])proved the intro- 
duction of the Postal Note Sy.stera, 
but differed Avith other departmental 
officials on details, and it Avas brought 
into being by the efforts of IMr. Eve- 
rett, a.ssi.sted by .Mr. RoAvan. 

The local delivery of letters in cities 
dates fi’oni 187;”) — the day of Hon. D. 
A. Macdonald as P.M.G. 

In 1867 an incidental difficulty de- 
monstrat<‘d the unsuitability of the 
form of I’efpiisition for stamps then in 
u.se and .Mr. Mathe.son nmlertook to 
prepare a better form. His scheme 
Avas adopted and is still in use. Its 
early operation revealed many unsus- 
pected irregularities, including a 
shortage of .$6,000 in one of the city 
post offices. 

The system of postma.sters’ remit- 
tance by bank draft Avas Mr. Mathe- 
.son ’s idea. Previously they sent in 
actual cash, and many small balances 
remained outstanding and unreclaim- 
able. 

]\lr. iMatheson Avas also responsible 
for the abolition of the private bond- 
ing system of officials and the crea- 
tion of the Guarantee Fund. This 
saved many unhappy suits to recover 
from bondsmen and many actual 
losses. 

]Mr. iMatheson Avas an early advocate 
of a system of Old Age Annuities, 
but during his service in the Post 
Office Department he never found a 
iMinister sufficiently sympathetic to 
take the scheme up seriously. In 
1902 he Avrote an able paper in ad- 
\meacy of such a system, and this is 
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said to have had much effect in get- 
ting the Act of 1907 passed by Sir 
Richard Cartwright. Though the An- 
nuities were established under the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce, 
Mr. JMatheson lived to see them made 
a part of the Post Office system. 

The credit for the reduction of in- 
ternational postage and the establish- 
ment of the two-cent domestic rate is 
given by IMr. IMatheson entirely to 
j\Ir. Everett, who, he says, never got 
due credit for liis work in that con- 
nection. 

Mr. INIatheson had no approval for 
the abolition of Civil Service super- 
annuation in favor of the retirement 
fund scheme. He protested in vain 
again.st the change, and, to the end 
of his days, watched eagerly for signs 
of the establishment of a more just 
and adecpiate system. 

David iNIatheson was one of those 
men who bring to the public service 
rare energies, abilities and enthus- 
iasm, and give the best of their lives 
to the work that falls to their hand. 
Innovations of the greatest value to 
the country are the children of their 
minds, but the i\linisters who adopt 
their ideas and present them to Par- 
liament invariably reap the credit. 
Reanimated by the consciousness of 
wmrthy accomplishment, these men 
struggle on to the end of arduous ca- 
reers. Dying in harness they are 
bviefly mourned ; granted a few years 
of retirement they are almost forgot- 
ten before they die. Some day a bio- 
graphical history of the Canadian 
Civil Service will be written, and 
David Matheson’s name will rank 
high in its roll of honour.
